“North erigdn continent and the island
of Cuba—perhaps tha whole group of the

Autilles. It is not surprising that this
strong thought and stendy belief should
manifest itself in the form of actual and
ndventurous effort among the restless and
active spirits of onr people, and that ths
people of the United States, with rare ex-
ce‘pl.ioua, should follow the adventurers
with secret or open satisfaction, and with
their best wishes for their success.

It is n misteke to imagine that filibus-
terism is an American peculiarity. It is
common Lo all powerful people and nations,

and has been practised from the days of

Alexander and Cyrus, of Rome and Car-
thage, of Julius Cawsar and William (e

Cougqueror, down to William Walker of

the present time. In the United States it
only tukes a different form. Wil us, it
is the people who are the filibusters, In
Europe now, and in all past times, it is the
Governments that are the Rlibusters,
Frauce filibusters in Africa—Great Britain
on & huge scale in India, and in every
othier part of the glole, whero a ship will
float or a fortress may be erected to extend
her commercial dowminion; and Russia fili-
busters—or tries to—in the Danubisn
Provinces, in Circassin, and as far into Asia
as her sceptre can reach. England, France
and Russia do notsend their poople as emi-

rants, or colonists, on these expeditions,

ut their fleets and armios. It is the spirit
of filibusterism in the Governments, and
not the restless spirit of the people, that
grmmpta. leads and executesin their forays.

o civilized power in the world, then, has
a right to east the first stone of reproach
agninst the manifestation of a propensity in
this country which sesms to have Licen, in
all time, an inseparable element in the char-
acteristics of men and nations,

Gen. Wm. Walker is the ablest, the
most daring, and, so fur, the most stecess-
ful of ull the American filibusters. e did
not eirry violence and bloodshed into Ni-
caragua—he found it there. Ile found a
civil war raging between the Grenada and
Leon parties. The former was headed Ly
Don Fruto Chamorro, the President of the
Government, which was at the time in Lis
hands. e was a man of great energy
and courage, but as stuborn as a mule,
Grenada, a city of avout fifteen thousand
inhabitants, was the capital and Leadquar-
ters of the Chamorro party,

The Leon party, tlie result of a revolu-
tionary movement against Chamorro's des-
potie Government, hiad its headquarters at
the ci!.(y of Leon. Francisco Castillon, a
man of education and enlightenment, head-
ed this party, and they ealled themselves
Demoerats. The war commenced at Realejo,
a small town on the Pacifie, which the
Democrats took, and proceeded to Leon.
where Chamorro was defeated and retired
to Grenada, leaving the former city in the
possession of the Democratie army. Afier
spending some timao in recruiting and pre-
paring for a serious attack upon Grenada,
the enemy’s stronghold, the latter was in-
vested. Chamorro was ready for them,
and had fortified the Plaza with double and
triple barricades, and such artillery as lie

could command—only some three or four ‘

gunsl  The Democrats took possession of
all the surrounding conntry and all of the
eity, oo, except the Plaza, which had been
converted into a Citadel. After ten months
of trial the siege was raised, the assailants
giving up the hope of killing or starving
out the Legitimists.  On retiring Cliamor-
ro pursued and overtook them at Masava,
where a bloody fight ensued, and some
three hundred mer wore killed. The Gre-
nada party now regained possession of the
southern part of the State, while the Leon-
ites held the North,

Meantime the Demoeratic party had |

been particularly solicitous to conciliate
the Americans and American interests in
the State. Being in possession of the Transit
route, they succeeded in enlisting a few
American rifles in their cause.  While the
revolution was at its height, and the State
vas divided into two nnmies, Walker nprear-
ed on the scene at the request of the Leon
party. He landed with less than sisty
men.  His course and  successes are fumil-
inr to the public. The result was the cCe
feat of the Clamoiro party.  Cliamorro
himself, in the meantime, hil died of a
disease under whicl e had been long suf-
fering, A peace was made between the
parties—together they formed a new gov-
ernment—otfering (o Walker the Presi-
deney, which lie derlipad, contenting him-
seif with the coninand of the army.  The
new governmenl was ecomposed of men of
bot parties.  Buch is the history of Wal-
Ler's tiibustering in Nicaragua.” Mis rule

THE BAY ISLANDS.

The English papers publish the Queen's
warrant for erecting the Island of Ruatan
and certain other islands in the Bay of
Honduras into a colony, under the name
of “Bay Islands.” It is a document of pe-
culiar interest at present, Tie whole is
comprised in four fulio pages, and in twen-
ty-live paragraphs or clauses, with a pre-
amble. The London Spectator gives the
fullowing abstract of it

“The powers of government are intrust-
ed to the governor of Jamaiea, who is con-
stituted Governor of the Bay Lslands Colo-
ny, and sauthorized to act as sovereign,
without any further instructions from Eng
